Bridewell Fire 
Carries Terror 
fo ‘Dope’ Victims 


Lights Go Out and Dark- 
ness Adds to Panic in 
Hospital Wards. 


BLAZEINOLD BUILDING 


Nearly 100 nerve shattered drug veers 
in the bridewell hospital were given the 
scare of their lives last night when fire 
was discovered in an old two stery brick 
building 200 feeteway. 

Simultaneously with the appearance of 
the flames every light in the Institution 
went out. The combination of darkness 
and smoke wes too much for the patients, 
and they pleaded frantically to be re- 
leased from the hospital building. 

Most of the guards were busy trying to 
check the flames before the arrival of 
firemen, but a few plunged into the dark- 
ened hospital corridors and did their best 
to quiet the shrieking inmates. Some 
were taken out into the yard, but quickly 
returned when firemen promised that the 
flames would soon be under control. 

“Trusty” Discovers Blaze. 

Charles Kray, a trusty,“ was in the 
receiving room when the lights went out. 
He hurried to the basement to notify the 
engineer, and when he returned saw 
smoke pouring from a storeroom. Ber- 
nard Galligan, night turnkey, turned in 
an alarm, which was quickly followed by 
a second alarm and a special.“ 

Within a few feet of the storeroom is 
the “confinement cell.” Kray plunged 

through the smoke, released three men 
who were locked in it, and guided them 
to the outer door. a | 
The first property destroyed was a lot of

storeroom. The records showing the 

amount of clothing receipted for also 

burned. Then the flames spread to the 
receiving room and broke through the 
ceiling, partially destroying the shoe fac- 

tory on the second floor. 


Inmates Clamor for Release, 

As the engine companies arrived moat of 
them clustered about the west cellhouse. 
Seeing the smoke and hearing the shouts 
of the firemen, the prisoners set up a yell 
to be released. Galligan ran through the 
corridors between the cells and assured 
them there was no danger. 

Firebrands were carried by the wind, 
and for a time it was feared that the 
flames might spread to other buildings. 
After a sharp fight, however, they were 
confined to the @ructure where they 
started. 

Crossed electric wires are believed to 
have caused the fire. A month ago the 
bridewell bakery caught fire, causing 
some alarm among the prisoners, but the 
flames were controlled quickly. ;

Bedouins Desert Turk Army. 

More than 20,000 Bedouins and other 
tribesmen whom the Turks armed to join 
the Egyptian expedition have deserted 
with most of their arms. German officers 
who joined the army are returning to 
Germany via Constantinople.” 

The Daily Mail correspondent at Sofia | 
telegraphs that the panic in Constantino- 
ple is indescribable. He says that the 
families of the Gérman and Austrian am- 
bassadore and of other officials have ar- 
rived at Philippopolis. 

Keep Up Dardanelles Fire. 

PARIS, March 11.—A vigorous bom- 
bardment of the fortifications in the Dar- 
danelles, principally by French warships, 
was continued yesterday, according to 
a Tenedos dispatch to the Matin. 

A heavy fog prevented aviators from 
learning the results of the fire, but the 
replies from some of the Turkish bat- 
teries slackened perceptibly.

The cruiser will be allowed reasonable 
time to make repairs and to replenish 
stores and then will be required to leave 
American waters or to intern until the 
end of the war. 

The commander of the cruiser has 
stated that six weeks will be required to 
make his vessel seaworthy. Whether 
this is a reasonable period will be de- 
termined by the navy department. 


WILL START FRYE QUIZ. 


While the Prinz Eitel Frederick is at 
Norfolk the state department will con- 
duct a careful investigation of the ac- 


tion of the German commander in de- 


stroying the Americam sailing vessel 
William P. Frye and its cargo of wheat 
cousigned from Seattle to Queenstown. 
Whether the Frye was destroyed le 
gitimately involves many fine points of 
international law. If the administration 
decides that the wheat should not have 
been classed as contraband of war the 
United States will call upon Germany 
for reparation. The Frye was valued 
at $282,000 and the cargo at $15,000. 


CRUISER NOT TO BE HELD. . 
In no event will the cruiser be held 
by the United States as security for 
possible damages or in connection with 
piracy proceedings, as has been hinted 
in some sensational reports. The dis- 
position of the cruiser and the case of 
the Frye are regarded by the state de- 
partment as two entirely separate mat- 
ters. 

President Wilson is directing all steps 
taken in connection with the affair, 
Although it is unusual for the White 
House officials to allow the president to 
be quoted, the following statement was 
made public this afternoon at the execu-.

that the City of Mexico may soon be evac- 
uated by the Conetitutionalist forces,

against whatever faction may choose to 
occupy it, thus ghirking the responsibility 
which may happen ae a result of the in- 
stigation to lawlessness before and after 
the evacuation of the city.

“The government of the United States 
is led to believe that a deplorable situa- 
tion has been willfully brought about by 
Constitutionalist leaders and fotces by 
their incredible demands, and their plan 
to punish the city on account of refusal to 
comply with them.

lockers were an extra hat and coat, 
matching the trousers and vest worn by 
the alley victim. 

The body of the victim was taken to the 
Ball undertaking shop at 500 South Dear- 
born street. There closer examination 
revealed a gold seal ring with the initials, 
F. C. W.,“ on one of the fingers of the 
left hand, clinching the identification of 
the body as that of White. 

White's skull had been fractured and 
practically every other bone in his body 
had been broken in the fall. It was the 
skull fracture, however, which bad 
caused death. 

That injury, physicians were led to be-

Police Support Suicide. 

As hag been their custom in dealing with 
loop mysteries, the police favored a sul- 
cide theory. They put forward as a possi- 
ble motive the fact that White, who was 
employed in the carpet department of the 
Marshall Field & Co. store until four years 
ago, was obliged by ill health to relinquish 
that posftion and go to California. 

Another unsupported theory put for- 
ward as a suicide motive was that White 
had quarreled with hie fancée, Miss Jen- 
nie Johnson of 2046 Wisner avenue. 

The fact that White's pockets were 
turned inside out was pointed to by Ernest 
White of 3730 Dickens avenue, his brother, 
and Conrad J. Wolf of 3728 Dickens ave- 
nue, t brother-in-law, as evidence that 
he had been robbed and thrown from the 
window. 

‘* Robbers, as is well known, do not turn 
their victims’ pockets inside out.“ was the 
police comment. The average man, 
wishing to make it appear he had beer 
robbed, would do just that thing, 
though.” 

Saw White at Work. 

Daniel Babba of 713 North State street, 
a janitor who was working in the offices 
on the seventeenth floor at 8 o'clock, said 
he saw White working over his books at 
that time as he passed along the corri- 
dor.

ARREST DOCTOR 
FOR WIFE MURDER | 
IN POISON CASE 


H. E. Ronalds of Mattoon In- 
dicted and Another Man 
Prominent Is Involved, 


— 


Mattoon, III., March 11.—[Special. Dr. 
Harold E. Ronalds was arrested late this 
afternoon on a warrant charging him with 
the murder of his wife, Mrs. Alice Ron- 
alda, whose death occurred during a de- 
bauch at the Ronalds home on New 
Year's night. The indictment against 
Dr. Ronalds was returned by the Mat- 
toon city court grand jury, which made 


its final report this afternoon. 


Dr. Ronalds and Mrs. Ronaldo were ad- 


dicted to the morphine habit. 


There are five counts to the indictment, 
In three of the counts the death of Mra. 


Ronalds is claimed to have been caused 
by poison consisting of creosote and oi) 
ok wintergreen, these counts being formed 
on the report of Dr. William D. MeNally, 
a Chicago chemist, who made a chemical 


analysis of the stomach and other vital 
organs of Mrs. Ronalda. 


Criminal Operation Alleged. 
Dr. McNally reported he found 1.2144 


‘grams of creosote and 7.9753 grams of cil 
‘of wintergreen, the two having been m- 
terminsled before being swallowed. 


In one count of the indictment, Dr. 
Ronalds is charged with committing upon 
the person of Mrs. Ronalds a criminal 


‘operation. In another count he is charged 
with assaulting her with his fists or with 


a weapon of some kind, the assault re- 
sulting in her death ~~~ | 
Another Under Suspicion. 

One of the counts charges Dr. Ronalds 
with forcing Mrs. Ronalds to drink the 
poison discovered by Dr. McNally. in 
another count he Is charged with pouring 
the poison in a bottle of beer that Mrs. 
Ronalds drank. 

While the nature of the testimony at 
the secret session was not made public 
officially, the name of a prominent busi- 


ness man is said to have been involved.

BRITAIN RELEASES STEAMER 
CARRYING PACKING PRODUCT 


American Vessel Which Was Taken

LONDON, March 11-—The Norwegian 
steamer Vitalia, which sailed from New 
York on Feb. 8 for Rotterdam with a 
cargo of packing products shipped from 
Chicago, has been released by the British 
authorities at Falmouth and today ieft 
that port for Rotterdam. 

This action was taxen after the cargo 
of the Vitalia had been consigned to the 
Netherlands Oversea trust. 

The Vitalia was picked up at sea and 
taken into Falmouth by British authori- 
ties, who explained that the government 
wanted to determine to whom in Rotter- 
dam the cargo was consigned. 

The American steamer A. A. Raven, 
another vessel bearing products of Amer- 
ican packers, has been detained ip The 
Downs. 

The cargo is consigned to dealers at

THE NEW GERMAN DRIVE. 

The report from Petrograd of a new advance of 
augmented German forces on Przasnysz is intima- 
tion of another critical struggle at that point and, 
not improbably, of a Russian reverse there. 
Przasnysz is a stronghold which the Germans 
must take before they can press forward very far 
in the northeast, where they are now bombarding 
the stronghold of Ossowetz, one of the fortresses 
guarding the Narew river and the line of railroad 
communication between Petrograd and Warsaw. 

With the latter city as the prize in view the Ger- 
man army, making use of its remarkable mobility, 
will concentrate and strike at different points along 
the defensive line of the Narew, which flows north- 
ward from the vicinity of Warsaw, until, if Russian

The consequences of such an event would be im-

Getting Ready for Easter. 


OTS of planted tulipa, hyacinths, 
and narcissue im the house are 
Pleasant before Easter.

The cold frames mentioned yesterday 

may be used to bring up the bulb garden | 
ahead of time. The sides of a practical 

cold frame should be at least a foot deep. 
It may be three, four, or six feet on each 
gide of the frameand the glass top to fit. 

If there is & bed two or three feet in 
diameter, and the byecinths are wanted 
earlier than the wind allows, a cold 
frame shelter will hurry them. The cold 
frame idea may be applied to hollyhocks, 
peonies, sweet williams, or any perennials 
if the gardener likes to experiment. 

Inclement March days are the proper 


time to conetruct hot bed and cold frame 
aquares ready for using. The middle of 
March is the right date to begin cold 
frame culture with violets, pansies, and

Plan to Submit Question of 
a Constitutional Conven- 
tion to Vote Passed. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., March 11.— [Special. 
The senate today passed the Curtis joint 
resolution submitting to the vote of the 
people of Illinois the question of calling 
a constitutional convention. Party lines 
were obliterated and the roll call gave 
forty-two votes for the resolution and 
only five against. 

The debate preceding the vote was 
marked by addresses by Republican and 
Democratic senators from Chicago and 
from downstate—wet and dry. The only 
speech in opposition was made by Sen- 
ator John T. Denvir of Chicago, whose 
sole point was that George E. Cole is 
president of the Constitutionel Conven- 
tion League of Illinois, the organization 
which has made the fight for the sub- 
mission of the question. 


Resolution Goes to House. 

For the resolution pleas were made by 
Senators Curtis of Kankakee, Ettelson of 
Cook, Piercy of Jefferson, Keller of Jack- 
gon, and Cleary of Jo Daviese. 

The joint resolution now goes to the 
house for concurrence. It is set for con- 
sideration in committee of the whole for 
Tuesday morning and for final action in 
the house on Wednesday. The unanimity 
of sentiment todey in the senate is taken 
as indicative of success in the house next 
week. If the house adopts the resolution 
by the necessary two-thirds vote the quee- 
tion of calling the convention will be up 
to the vote of the people at the next Sen- 
eral election. 

The point was raised in the senate today 
by Senator Piercy that the next gen- 
eral” election will be the judicial eleo- 
tions In June, and that the question, if 
authorized by the legisiature, might goto 
a vote then. 


Three Explain Opposition. 

Those voting against the resolution 
were Roos and Smith, Republicans, and 
Denvir, Haase, and Shaw, Democrat, 
Glachin, Democrat, and Harding, Repub- 
lican, were absent. 

Senator Denvir’s objection has been in- 
dicated. Senator Smith of Sangamon seid 
the resolution committed its supporters 
to the doctrine that a convention is neces- 
sary, which he was not prepared toaedmit. 
Senator Roos of the country towns district 
of Cook county said that the country 
towns feared the encroachments of Chi- 
cago. ‘ 

It was particularly noted during the ora- 
tory that the sehators from Cook county 
and from downstate looked forward to 
a constitutional convention which would 
be composed of the biggest and best men 
of the state, where there would be com- 
promise as between the interests of the 
city and the country, and a forum fp which’ 
the variously proposed constitutional 
amendments oan be thrashed out with 
fairness to all concerned.

Springfield, II., March 12, 1a. m. -I Spe- 
clal.J~By a tripartite combination be- 
tween Republicans, Democrats, and the 
lone Progressive, an effort is being made 
in an all night session to perfect a per- 
manent organization of the senate. 

With the aid of the gavel in the hands 
of Lieut. Gov. O'Hara the Democrats op- 
posed to the proposed combination have 
fought it off for fourteen hours. The 
determined filibuster by the Democrats, 
who appear to be bad losers, has kept the 
senate in continuous session since 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

The Democrats ended the filibuster at 
1:10 a. m. and the previous question wae 
ordered in the Ettelson resolution. Lieut. 
Gov. O'Hara reserved rulings on all dis- 
puted pointe of order. 


Heated Session in Progress. 

Many times during the long session the 
feeling reached the danger mark. Be- 
cause Lieut. Gov. O'Hara failed to hear 
any Republican who wanted to move the 
previous question and stop the acknowl- 
edged filibuster and dilatory tactics of 
the Democrats he was frequently at- 
tacked by the Republicans. 

Impeachment of O'Hare was suggest- 
ed at 12:20 o'clock by Senator Dailey in 
en impassioned speech. He accused 
O’Hara of being a party to a deal to hold 
up the business of the senate, charging 
him with officiel misconduct in refusing 
to rule on points of order and permitting 
dilatory motions. 

At midnight Senator Campbell, Demo- 
crat, moved to adjourn until 5:30 a. m. 
and was defeated. Less than a half hour 
before the senate had refused to adjourn 
on a roll call after O'Hara had refueed to 
rule on a point of order which would have 
brought the Ettelson resolution to a vote. 


Cook County Democrats Rebel. 

The terms of agreement were reached 
between the three parties to the proposed 
combination after it had become appar- 
ent that there is no prospect for a report 
from the elections committee as to the 
Oak Park and Englewood district con- 
tests for a long while... 

The final Democratic break came last 
night, when the three Democrats who are 
joining with the other two parties tonight 
became assured that they could get no 
recognition within the Democratic cau- 
cus. 


These three Democrats who made possi- 
ble the @etual majority of the senate 
which is trying to organize, are Broder- 
ick, Carroll, and Sullivan, all from Chi- 
cago. They are allied with the Sullivan 
wing, politically, and because the Dem- 
ocratic caucus is controlled by an anti- 
Sullfvan majority lined up on the basis 
of last falls senatorial fight, they now 
claim that there is not the slighest 
chance of a Democratic agreement on 
organization even under the ruling of At- 
tormey General Luoey that twenty-five 
Democrats can organize, pending the 
completion of the two Chicago contests.

of Combination. 

The purpose of the tri-partite combina- 
tion is not concealed. Its purpose is to 
organize the senate, name the standing 
committees, cut down the number of com- 
mittees from fifty-one to twenty-six, 
name a Republican chairman for each of 
them, edopt reform rules of procedure in 
which a constitutional majority of twen- 
ty-six shall control bills at all stages of 
the proceedings, both in or out of com- 
mittee, and proceed with the senate busi- 
ness regardiess of what the elections com- 
mittee may do with the two seats in ques 
tion. ‘ 

As a last plea to the three deserting 
Democrats, the bait was hung out late 
last night that the solid Democratic
